NAVAL OFFICERS DEAD. 


Dr. Macnamara, in the House 
ofCommons recently,in reply to 
a question, said there had been 
an outbreak of cerebro-spinal 
fever amongst ‘the young naval 
officers at Cambridge. A num- 
ber of officers arrived there on 
Jan. 31 and Feb. 8, there were 
“60 cases of influenza amongst 
them. They were all making o 
good recovery until Feb. 13 and 
14, when eight developed cerebro- 
spinal fever. The disease was 
apparently contracted from a 
carrier. Two other cases develop- 
ed, and the infection of one was 
traced to a previous case. The 
other was contracted outside 
Cambridge. There-had been five 
deaths. All the cases were now 
isolated, 

Capt..G. H. Shaw, R.A. M.C., 
and Surgeon-Rear-Admiral Sir 
Humpzdrey Rollestone, specialists, 
inthe diséase, had been placed 
at the disposal of the authorities, 
and the Medical Research Council 
had supplied the special serum 
used: in the treatment. The 
epidemic was considered to be 
well in hand. 

The naval authorities state 
that almost without exception the 
disease has’ followed “upon in- 
fluenza, which was at its. height 
when the officers went into 
residence at Cambridge. When 
the disease was discovered the 
authorities took the most rigid 
precautions, and all suspected 
cases were promptly isolated to 
ensure the best treatment. The 
military authorities placed a 
portion of the lst Eastern.
